On March 4, 1789. the Assembly 


of Pennsylvania, acting for the coun- 
ty of Philadelphia, tendered the use 
ot the building as the temporary 
home of Congress. Congress, which 
was setting then in New Tortc, after 
much debate fixed the 
permanent 


location of the national government 
on the banks of the Potomac, and 
Philadelphia, mainly through the ef- 
*orts of Robert Morris and to the 
lisappointment of New York, 
was 


iecided upon, as the seat of govern- 
ment for ten years. On December 6, 
1790, 
the third session of the first 


•ongress met in the hall, the first 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives being Frederick Augustus Mull- 
enberg. George Washington 
was 


naugurated in the hall on March 4, 
1793. and in it he delivered his fare- 
well address.
